DUST BAGS FOR FLY CON- 
TROL ARE SAFE, EASY TO 
USE 

For a number of years, 
farmers have used back rubbers 
to control horn and face flies 
on their cattle. Cattle some- 
times do not use them, reduc- 
ing the effectiveness of the 
devices. Mechanical break- 
down of the back rubbers by 
rough usage can also be a pro- 
blem. 

A new product, in 
the form of dust bags, gives 
effective fly control. One 
such kit, the Dust Devil 
Cattle Duster has recently 
been licensed for sale in Can- 
ada, says R.E. Wright, of the 
Department of Environmental 
Biology, Ontario Agricultural 
College. 

The kits include the bag, 
insecticide, and rope, and 
ore easy to install. The bags 
are suspended from supports 
or a ceiling-mounted two-by- 
four in front of a feeder or 
doorway. Depending on the 
location of the dust bags the 
cattle can either use them 
free choice or by forced usage 
(locating the bags where cat- 
tle will have to pass under 
them). The bags can be ad- 
justed for the proper height. 

The bags give better than 
average fly control if cattle

The chemical, available in 
emulsion, wettable powder and 
granular forms, should be used 
according to the manufacturer's 
directions for ant control. 

Spot treatment can be 
effective for eliminating ant 
hills for a short time. Apply 
and 1/8 teaspoon of 40 percent 
chlordane wettable powder to 
each hill and wash it in. One 
teaspoon of granular chlordane 
will give similar control.

| Gardening 


With summer drawing to 


a close, many gardeners are 
starting autumn preparations in 
their gardens. As well as read- 
ying plants for fall blooms, they 
should start to think about next 
season. 


It will soon be time for 
fall planting, so prepare the 


soil now for perennial flowers 
shrubs, trees, evergreens and 
roses. Keep your overall garden 


scheme in mind when you choose 
these plants. Tall plants and 
trees should not be placed where 
they will block out other flowers 
and plonts. 

Your lawn can be fer- 
tilized any time now with a 
wintercare formula to help the 
grass overwinter. Once the 
hot summer days are past, it's 
also a good time to seed a new 
lawn. Use a seed mixture of 
basic grasses such as Kentucky 
bluegrass and creeping red 
fescue for the best stands. 

Many trees have been 
damaged by recent fireblight 
and severs apple scab infest- 
ations. Withered and fallen 
leaves around the base of 
infected trees should be des- 
troyed. The fungicide captan 
can be used to control apple 
scab. However, dry sunny 
weather will usually check 
both diseases for the rest of the 
season.

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Blight Turns Cedars Brown 


During the past two years 
localized infections of juniper 
blight on red cedor have occurred 
in Prince Edword County. The 
blight is caused primarily by o 
fungus commonly referred to as 
phomopsis. The first external 
symptom of this disease is brown- 


ing of the foliage on past or all of | 


of the tree. 

Phomopsis is a native 
fungus disease which is fairly 
common in tree nurseries on red 
cedar seedlings. The presence of 
of juniper blight on larger trees 
is quite uncommon. 

In Prince Edword County 
the disease is concentrated in 
cbout ten locations with an 


cveroge crea of 50 acres. The 
worst infections oppear to be 
where red cedar stands have 
developed in old abondoned 
orchards . 


In this case, the presence 
of cedar apple rust which dev- 
elops conkers on the red cedar 
branches and twigs seems to 
increase branch mortolity and 
sometimes tree mortclity. Thot 


is the presence of both juniper 
blight and cedar apple rust ino 
stand intensify the damage. 
The presence and spreod 
of juniper blight is o result of 
the local climate.

is principally found in creas of 
high humidity lying close to the 
lake.

It 
is felt that the moist weather 
conditions have created excell- 
ent conditions for the cirborn 
spore transfer of the fungus from 
diseased to healthy trees.
